Redl Facilities jn Viadivostok Date of Info: 


Rallyard facilities in the vicinity of the Vladivostok station consist of a locomotive 
repair and overhauling shop (roundhones) accommodating twelve locomotiven at one tine, 
and eleven platforms (7? sidings), ranging in length from 200 to 500 moters and 
accommodating twenty-six freight cars. 


There are eicht gidings in the Vladivostok hurbor area, connected by trunk lines 
to the station sidings where freight ig unloaded. The sidings in the harbor area 
are from 500 to 800 neters in length, and each is fed by movable cranes which 
transfer cargo from-unloading ships. 


During the psriod March-June 1947, 60,000 tons of freight weze handled by the station 
and herbor sidings combined, moet of which coneisted of foodstuffs shipped from 
North Koraa. Other shipments from North Korea included Japanese army equipzent, 
chenicals and industrial machinery. Cther cargo shipped into Vladivestok from Dairen 
and Port arthur consisted of soya o11 and machinery; outgoing shipments to North 
Koreua and Dairen included coal, machine of], Soviet army uniforms, trucke and 
nunitions.
